No  illegitimate  infant  died  during  the  year. 


Although  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  lower  than  that  for  1956, 
it  is  still  higher  than  the  national  rate  and  that  for  other  areas  in 
the  division.  Llanelly  Borough  had  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of 
12.66  for  1957.  The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  month  of  age 
however,  approximates  the  national  figure.  The  chief  cause  of  this 
year’s  high  rate  would  therefore  appear  to  be  deaths  of  infants 
between  one  and  twelve  months  of  age.  Respiratory  infections 
were  mainly  responsible  for  the  deaths  in  this  age  group.  This 
emphasises  the  desirability  of  protecting  these  very  young  children 
against  the  possibility  of  “ droplet  ” infections.

Deaths  due  to  accidents  were  higher  than  for  previous  years. 
Three  deaths  occurred  due  to  accidents  in  the  home. 

The  Home  Help  Service,  although  performing  much  useful  work 
in  the  performance  of  essential  duties  of  the  household,  leaves  much 
to  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  other  needs  of  the  aged  and  chronic 
sick.  There  is  considerable  scope  for  voluntary  work  in  this  sphere. 

Births  in  the  District  exceeded  deaths  by  142.  The  population 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  has  increased  from  37,266 
in  the  1951  census  to  an  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1957  of 
39,600.  This  increase  of  2,334  is  primarily  due  to  the  B orough 
Council  building  houses  within  your  area. 
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The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  district  is  again  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the  death  rate  is  higher. 

Although  cancer  deaths  were  slightly  lower  than  the  average  for 
the  last  10  years,  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus 
increased  from  11  to  15. 

Sir  John  A.  Charles,  K.C.B.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  Chief  Medical  Officer, 
Ministry  of  Health,  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1956,  states  : — 

“ Recent  work  on  the  relationship  of  cigarette 
smoking  to  lung  cancer  has  merely  served  to  confirm 
earlier  inferences  that  there  is  an  association  between 
the  two  though  its  precise  nature  has  not  yet  been 
determined.  The  discovery  that  a breaking  away 
from  the  addiction  even  after  a long  period  of 
indulgence  may  reduce  the  risk  of  lung  cancer  has 
presented  the  addict  with  a challenge  to  his  in- 
difference." 

“ It's  never  too  late  to  mend."

Diphtheria  Immunisation  : 

The  striking  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  diphtheria 
from  2,000  per  annum  to  the  present  figure  speaks  for  itself  as  to  the 
value  of  immunisation. 

A case  mortality  of  10.8%  during  1955-57  should  remind  us  of 
the  dangers  of  this  disease.  It  is  only  by  maintaining  a high 
percentage  of  immunisation  in  the  community  can  the  danger  of  an 
epidemic  due  to  diphtheria  be  avoided.  With  the  annual  number 
of  births  approximately  600,  one  would  wish  to  see  a higher 
number  of  immunisations  per  annum  than  the  present  figure. 

Diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  are  both  given  at 
the  county  clinics.

Small  Pox  : 

No  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year. 
Experiences  in  other  parts  of  the  country  emphasise  the  need  for 
vaccination  against  smallpox. 

1 ,027  children  under  one  year  were  vaccinated  in  Carmarthenshire 
during  the  year.  This  is  estimated  as  43.72%  of  registered  births 
for  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  considerable  room  for 
improvement. 
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Poliomyelitis  : 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  reported  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  of  school  children  was  continued  during  the  year, 
the  following  being  the  numbers  for  the  whole  county  : 

Children  who  received  the  full  course  of  two  injections  7.653 

Children  who  received  one  injection  1,717 


Scarlet  Fever  : 

12  cases  were  reported  during  the  year — a decrease  of  40  as 
compared  with  1956.  The  disease  continues  to  be  mild. 


Whooping  Cough  : 

39  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  118 
in  1956. 


Measles  : 

There  were  44  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  186  during  1956. 


Dysentery  : 

A mild  outbreak  of  dysentery  was  prevalent  in  the  area  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  53  cases  were  reported,  30  male  and 
23  female.  Each  case  was  investigated  and  a considerable  amount 
of  extra  work  devolved  on  the  department. 

Posters  were  displayed  throughout  the  area  and  food  handlers 
were  specially  requested  to  take  every  care  in  their  personal  cleanli- 
ness. I would  thank  the  general  practitioners,  business  people  and 
the  press  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  during  this  period. 
It  was  this  combined  action  plus  the  vigilance  of  my  Inspectorate 
that  mitigated  the  effect  of  the  outbreak. 


Paratyphoid  : 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  “ B ” was  reported  in  the  area.  Con- 
tacts were  checked  but  proved  negative.  The  origin  of  the  infection 
was  not  discovered.

ihe  rate  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  and  of 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  dropped  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
deaths  also  decreased  from  11  in  1955  to  5 in  1956  and  4 in  1957. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculous  patients  is  undertaken  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  the  Chest  Physicians. 

enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  tuberculous  patients 
should  be  addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

1 he  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of 
tuberculous  and  other  patients,  by  the  provision  on  loan  or  other- 
wise, of  beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home-help  assist- 
ance. In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain 
tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of  the 
rave  ling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in 
ospitals  and  Sanatoria.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  the 

great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  by  relatives 
oi  tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria  which 
are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  and  is 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  : — 
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(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 
patient’s  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would  in  medical 
opinion  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response  to  treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  resources 
without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  the  assistance  is  restricted  to  one 
relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two  months, 
unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital 
certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are  essential  on  account 
of  the  patient’s  serious  condition. 

Mass  Radiography  : 

In  conjunction  with  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board,  visits 
of  a Mass  Radiography  Unit  took  place  during  the  year  to  various 
parts  of  the  District.  Units  also  visited  some  local  works  and 
I would  like  to  thank  the  Management  and  staffs  for  their  ready 
co-operation  in  ensuring  the  success  of  these  visits. 

A number  of  sessions  were  set  aside  for  schoolchildren,  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  these  schools  for  their  co-operation 
and  their  willingness  to  participate  in  this  vital  work.

Laboratory  Facilities 

(a)  An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  pathological  specimens,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream  samples, 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

(b)  Water  Analysis. — This  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans, 
B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  the  County  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Carmar- 
then, and  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

Part  III.  of  the  services  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  Carmarthen  County  Council. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  opened  a Loan  Depot  at 
Lucania  Buildings,  Llanelly,  where  a limited  supply  of  household 
and  sick  room  appliances  are  made  available.  The  Depot  is  open 
Monday  to  Friday  from  6.30 — 7.30  p.m.  Equipment  for  home 
nursing  may  also  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council.

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HOSPITALS. 

The  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious 
diseases  and  a certain  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  situated  in 
the  area. 

Local  Hospitals  : 

There  are  four  local  hospitals,  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  of 
164  beds ; the  Bryntirion  Hospital  of  137  beds ; the  Glasfryn 
Maternity  Hospital  of  12  beds. 

Cilymaenllwyd  with  43  beds  has  been  used  as  a pre-convalescent 
hospital.  It  has  proved  of  immense  value  and,  as  a result  of 
it,  the  surgical  waiting  lists  at  the  General  Hospital  have  been  very 
considerably  reduced. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  costly  extensions  to  the  Llanelly  General 
and  Bryntirion  Hospitals.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  plans  will  be 
realised. 

Gynaecological  Clinic  : 

Under  the  arrangements  of  the  County  Council,  a Clinic  is  held 
at  the  Nursing  Institute,  Goring  Road,  Llanelly,  twice  monthly  for 
married  women  requiring  advice  on  birth  control  on  medical  grounds. 
Medical  practitioners  requiring  the  attendance  of  patients  at  the 
Clinic  are  required  to  send  full  particulars  under  confidential  cover, 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  : 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  are  now  distributed  under  the  arrangements  of 
the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  at  Clinics. 

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to 
undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain  cases 
of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance,  domestic 
help  can  be  arranged  when  needed  through  the  National  Assistance 
Board. 

Mental  Health  Service  : 

The  Officers  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  ander  the 
Lunacy  and  Menti  Treatment  Acts,  for  the  provision  and  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  Mental  illness  are  : —

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Mental  Defectives  : 

The  Carmarthenshire  Comity  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives. 

Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  a Social  Worker  and  a Home 
Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home  teaching  of  mental  defectives. 
An  Occupation  Centre  was  opened  at  the  old  Nevill's  Foundry 
Offices,  Ann  Street,  Llanelly,  during  1955.  Defectives  who  cannot 
be  fitted  into  the  community  are  referred  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  admission  to  suitable  institutions. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service  : 

There  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  and 
the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  Technicians  are 
available. 

Blood  Grouping  and  Cross  Matching  are  part  of  the  normal 
laboratory  routine  and  a twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained  for 
emergencies.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Source  of  Supply. — Llynyfan  has  a storage  capacity  at  the  intake 
works  of  approximately  200,000,000  gallons,  and  the  Council  are 
under  an  obligation  to  supply  680,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  as 
compensation  water  to  the  South  West  Wales  Board  by  the 
Llanelly  Rural  District  Water  Act,  1912. 

The  source  is  a natural  reservoir  in  an  isolated  mountainous 
area.  The  water  is  subjected  to  a rapid  coarse  sand  filtration  and 
chlorination.  A report  as  to  the  advisability  of  increased  protection 
of  the  source  and/or  increased  treatment  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Health  Committee. 

Water  Services  : 

In  spite  of  last  year’s  report,  little  has  been  done  to  improve 
the  existing  treatment  plants.  In  my  view  this  is  not  adequate.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Dafen  River  continues  to  be  a matter  of  concern  to  my 
Department  in  regard  to  the  quantity  of  crude  sewage  that  is 
discharged  into  the  stream,  and  work  of  cleaning  the  bed  of  the 
river  has  had  to  be  regularly  carried  out.  During  the  year  the 
river  overflowed  its  banks  and  caused  serious  damage  to  the 
furniture  and  effects  of  two  housesholders  at  Halfway. 

The  South  West  Wales  Rivers  Board  has  now  had  authority 
to  “ main  ” the  river  and  are  preparing  a scheme  for  improving 
its  course,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  ultimately  avoid  the  repetition  of 
this  flooding. 

Also,  Council’s  extensive  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Halfway  and  Bynea  is  progressing  rapidly, 
and  I confidently  expect  a great  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  the  river  after  the  completion  of  both  schemes.
